to sleet in southern Pennsylvania, it 
was thought likely that the ‘snowfall 
would reach twelve inches or more in 
depth before morning.

The Littlestown Chamber of Com­ 
merce*, which was just recently or­ 
ganized, is congratulating itself on 
the success of one of the first under­ 
takings put into the hands of the im­ 
provement committee of that boily, 
with the taking over by the State of 
responsibility for the improvement of 
the Taneytown road, 
leading from 
Littlestown to the Maryland state line. 
Members of the committee declared 
that the highway was one of the old­ 
est ;n the State, dating back to 1840, 
and yet had never been taken over 
and placed on the Stato-aid system 
of roads until within the last few 
days. 
Among those mentioned as having 
been most active in the road ques­ 
tion are W. R. Jones, L. M. Alleman, 
R. H. Wilson, Samuel Keaby an I J. 
G. Canner, who made a trip to H ar­ 
risburg to take the m atter up with 
the State highway department. 
This committee received the as­ 
surance of the departm ent that, if the 
supervisors 
of 
Germany 
township 
w’ould enter into an agreement with 
the Adam* county commissioners to 
pay a portion of the cost of building 
the road, tho State* would do its share 
of having the road built. 
As a result, the county commis­ 
sioners votoil to help Germany town­ 
ship with the route from Littlestown 
as fa r as the Mason am! Dixon line. 
a distance of approximately I and 
1-5 miles. 
By their action the commissioners 
obligated the county to pay one-fourth 
of the cost of an improved road on 
the route specified. 
A nother fourth 
of the cost will be borne by Germany 
township, the remaining half to be 
paid by the State. 
It is said that the petition present­ 
ed to the county commissioners con­ 
tained the names of all of the road 
supervisors and a large m ajority of 
the taxpayers of Germany township. 
Residents of the lower end of the 
county are jubilant over the assu r­ 
ance that the Taneytown road will be 
r tbuilt, as it has been felt for some 
time that the stretch has been one of 
the worst sections in Adams county 
in bad weather. 
With a hard sur­ 
face applied, the road can then be 
travelled in any weather, while it is 
said that during a thaw in the pres­ 
ent season the road is practically im­ 
passable. 
As an extension to the promised 
improvement gained through the Lit­ 
tlestown Chamber of Commerce, the 
committee reports th at efforts now 
appear certain to result in having the 
neighboring state complete the road 
to Taneytown! from the Mason and 
Dixon line, connecting with the road 
in Germany township. 
A report on

Would Mean More 
Money For 
Agricultural Research in 
Adams County. 


Latest reports received in Adams 
county from W ashington, D. C., state 
that the Purnell Bill, calling for ad­ 
ditional funds to support agricultural 
research study in the state agricul­ 
tural colleges, has met t hi- approval 
of the agricultural commit^** of Con­ 
gress. 
It is expected th a i the bill 
will be reported out of the committee 
in the near future and will soon come 
to a vote. 
Because the passage of 
this bill 
means so much to the future of agri­ 
culture, farm ers of the county arc 
showing a keen interest in the prog­ 
ress it is making. 
By its provisions, 
Pennsylvania will receive $15,000 the 
first year to be used in solving farm 
problems at the experim ental station 
at State College. 
This fund, accord­ 
ing to the bill, will increase $10,000 
each year until each state will receive 
$85,000 annually for agricultural re­ 
search. 
Farm ers Favor Bill 
Prominent farm ers of the county 
point out that the experim ental work 
on the station farm at State College, 
despite a lack of sufficient funds, has 
returned fa r more than the total ex­ 
penditure the Purnell bill would en­ 
ta il. 
They state that the develop­ 
ment of Pennsylvania “44” wheat by” C. 
I F. Noll, agronomist at the experiment 
'station, has resulted in an increase in 
the annual income of the 
farm ers 
which is greater than the annual ex­ 
penditure of $4,000,000 called for in 
the Purnell Bill.

Adams county fruit growers have 
derived many benefits from the Penn 
State research laboratories located at
